A Imneh 
of willow Is usually thrust Into Ids 
hand, ns willpw Is sensitive to mois- 
ture. 

Another plan In extensive use I* the 
building of special temples In which 
are wells rtmtninlng several Iron tab- 
lets. When there U a s.-urelty of rain, 
a nicanctiger start* out with n tablet 
marked with the date of the Journey 
and the mum of the district making 
the petition. Arriving at another rlty, 
he pnys a sum of money and I* allow- 
ed to draw a new tablet from the well, 
throwing In his own hy way of ex- 
change. On the return Journey he I* 
sup|H>scd to eat only bran nud travel 
at top speed du.v and night. Some- 
times he passe* through district* as 
greatly In need of rain as his own 
Then the people In these places way- 
lay him uud, tein|H>rnrlly borrowing Ids 
tablet. g< t the ruiu Intended for auoili- 
er place. 

Prayer* are usually made In the fifth 
and sixth months when the rainfall is 
always due. and a limit of ten days 
is set for their effective operation, Un 
der such condition* rain usually fulls 
during the prescribed time. When the 
prayer* are in progress, the umbrella, 
among other objects, comes under the 
ban. In some provinces foreignivs 
have been mobbed for carrying tills 
harmless article at that time.

DEATH BY ARSENIC

ficient quantity to lie felt has liern tuk- 
cn. colicky I'ltlua, IkjwvI disorder mi l 
perhaps tmust-n result. In the course 
of an hour after n iHilsunous d.w ha* 
been taken sn Intense bunting j>aln Is 
felt iti the i .« pliiiKU* anil stoliuicb. 
This spreads to the entire anterior |*>r- 
tton of the lower part of the truuk. A 
sense of constriction nt the throat and 
an acrid, metallic taste uccnnipauy the 
pain. Then vomiting and relaxation of 
the bowels U-uln. A* the esse pro- 
gress.-* the *\ mptoms Increase In In- 
tensity. Then a thirst that wa 

ter will not allay, although it appar- 
ently Increases the stomach disturb- 
ance. The victim groans and writhes. 

Now be implores the doctor to save 
him. Then he begs to lie killed and put 
out of paiu. The extremities btN-otne 
Icy. The pulse Is small, feeble and fre- 
quent, and the breathing la laliored, 
embarrassed and painful because of 
nbd iinlnal tenderness. Tbe surface of 
the body becomes dark and of that 
bluish color that medical men call cy- 
anosed. Violent cramps add their tor- 
ture, exhaustion lieconu-i collapse, con- 
vulsions or coma ensues, and death 
ends the agony. This torture lasts 
sometimes from five to twenty hours. 

In some cases these symptoms occur, 
but In a modified form, and the doctor 
will apparently get the better of the 
disease. The remission will be but for 
a day or two Then the abdomen will 
swell, nnd Icy coldness will pcrvAde 
the frame. Shivering will become pro- 
nounced trembling, then cramps, con- 
vulsions and death.
